PUBLIC POSITIONS. 


ArYe hear rouch these days of what is 


called practical politics and of the polit- 
ical success of men and parties, and it is 
true that oftentimes the methods which 
lead to this success are not inquired into; 
it is, nevertheless, wise for men to re- 
member that it is iu no way safer to com- 
promise one's self-respect, honesty or 
honor in politics than in private life or 
business. 


Tiiis thought is occasioned 
by the 


existing fact in our own midst that men 
in good standing deliberately sell them- 
selves to the political ring—for that is 
v.hat it amounts to—for some oftentimes 
petty office paving a small salary. It is 
generally a mere matter of barter and 
sale aud in a majority of instances means 
that tor this small compensation the 
recipient will do as he is bid by the polit- 
ical master whom be serves. 


But i'ew positions or political favors 


are now given out in our County except 
upon this plan, and that almost every 
political appointment connected with 
the puolie offices is gotten in this way is 


•A fact with which our people are allfam 
iliar. Such a condition exists that many 
of our beat men are driven out of politics 
and their places taken by others who are 
willing to become the servants of the 
nitichiue. It is tiue, as m demonstrated 
by many events, th.it our county man 
agemeut is subject, not to a consideration 
ot public good, uor, indeed, to a consid- 
eration of party even, but wholly to the 
will of a political boss. 


That the County Commissioners1 office, 


which is the rounlaiii-source of the 
County's business interests, is being con- 
ciueted with this idea is now of common 
knowledge, and it looks as if the Alms- 
house management is but a, part of the 
same general plan—which is the u e of 
public patronage and the manipulation 
of public tunas to accomplish the piivate 
oims of politicians. 


That the peoplsof Adams county have 


become arouoed to a knowledge of this is 
a good sign, and it is to be hoped that 
piesently the management of our county 
will get back into the Bauds of men far 
removed m their ideas from those in 
charge at present. It is but needful for 
the accomplishment of this purpose that 
the citizens of our county take deter- 
mined aud unwavering iuteiesl iu their 
politics.
